Wasstxoton, April 28.—For a number of 
days rumors have been rife in the war depart- 
mentihetan army order was forthcoming 
qhich, when issucd, would create considerable 
surprise.

eralofthe army. It wasan open secret for 
mouths priorto Secretary Lincoln’s retire- 
ment thata controversy existed between him 
end Lieutenant-General Sheridan relative to 
the authority of the latter. The secretary of 
war finally wrote a letter to Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Sheridan in which he defined the latter’s 
suthority. It is asserted that General Sheri- 
dan has come in conflict with the new secre- 
lary of war in regard to the same questions as 
to their respective rights of command. 

On the 19th instant a general order was is- 
sued for certain regiments to exchange sta- 
tions §«=Ssé June Ist. This order 
was by command of Lieutenant 
Geversl Sheridan. It did not contain 
the name ofthe secretary of war, nor thé 
words ‘with the approval of the secretary of 
war.” Similar orders, ag shown by the re- 
cords, when issued by General Sherman, con- 
tained the name of Secretary Lincoln. 

In the general order above referred to, the 
Second regiment of artillery, stationed in 
Washington, was ordered to exchange 
with the Third regiment of artillery, 
stationed inthe gulf states.

REDUCING EXPENSES. 


Ecarcity of Fands Causing a Olearing Oat 
of the Navy Yards, 

Wasurxoton, > April 28.—The bureau of 
ronstruction and repair inthe navy depart- 
meut is more embarrassed because of the lack 
of funds for the present fiscal year than any 
other bureau in the department. Theré is a 
balance of only about $50,000 for this bureau 
for the next two months. To provide ad- 
ditional funds for repairing vessels and making 
payments for such work as is necessary in the 
bureau, it has been determined to reduce the 
gorces in Various navy yards. The reduction 
will be made among bosses, foremen, leading 
men, cic., inthe yards. There are about 
four hundred menthbus employed, and it is 


_ thought by naval officers that this number can 


be reduced without embarrassment to 250 or 
300 men. The amounts saved by reduction 
would be from about 2400 to $600 daily. A 
naval officer, in speaking of this proposed 
reduction, this morning, said: “There ere a 
number of menin the various yards whose 
gervice could be dispensed with without injury 
to the work in the yards. They are ‘bosses,’ and 
many have been placed in their positions be- 
cause of political work. They draw their pay 
wheiber or not any work is done throughout 
the year.”’

THREE MILLIONAIRES.

Oare and Sickness Weighing Upon Gould, 
Vanderbilt and Oyrus W. Field. 

New York, April 28.—The bad health of 
three millionaires is the topic tor Wall street 
telk at the close of the week. The men are 
Gould, Vanderbllt and Field, and the stories 
told of their incapacitation are possibly intend- 
ed, primarily, to affect the prices of stocks 
in which the three capitalists are heavily 
interested. The truth in these cases is at the 
bottom of a well so deep that the job of bring- 
ing it up to the surface is almost hopeless. 
The most careful belief is that Gould is anx- 
ious, for the sake of ease in mind and _ body, to 
retire from strenuous business, and that he 
will do so a8 soon as his losses through the 
drop of stocks after the Garfield assassination 
—aggregeting to him not less than twenty- 
three millions, if the calculation be based on 
the highest and lowest quotations of securities 
in which his wealth is chiefly invested—has 
been made good. 

Gould’s temperament is intensely nervous, 
and in order to save him from prostration the 
recent trip in his yacht was deemed necessary. 
Since his return he has worked very hard, not 
less than eight hours a day, at the most haras- 
sing operations. The strikes on some of his 
railroads, the new law compelling the burial 
of his telegraph wires in the cities of this 
state, the certainty that his elevated railroad 
companies will have to pay enormous damages 
to the injured property along the lines and the 
failure of stock prices to advance as expected, 
these things have combined to make the pres- 
ent period aboutthe most straining and de- 
preesing in his wholecareer. He looks badly, 
and that is about all that can be positively 
known of hig physical condition, save that he 
is under a doctor’s care and admits that he 
means to seek recreation in yachting as goon 
as he can get away from town. 

Vanderbilt is unquestionably ill. But there 
is ho good reason why that fact should have 
any eliectin Wall street, for heis not active 
there and pays only the most cursory atten- 
tion tothe managementof his railroad inter- 
ests. The peoplein his offices say that the 
only instance of his personal interference 
within months was early this week when he 
undertook with success to have the name of a 
new street alongside the Grand Central depot 
changed from the one which the common 
council had given to it. An annex is being 
built.. To get a site authority was obtained to 
close a short section of public thoroughfare 
and open a new one. There is a rich and 
pepular butcher in the neighborhood named 
Hibbard, and, iniluenced by his friends, the 
aldermen named the street Hibbard avenue. 
That did not please the Vanderbilt people,and 

hey determined that Chauncey M. Depew,the 

counsel for Vanderbilt and noted after-dinner 
humorist, should be honored in place of the 
butcher. Vanderbilt was appealed to. Depew 
is closer to him than anybody else outside of 
bis own family. He not only authorized the 
use of his name to secure what was wanted, 
but went to use some personal exertion in the 
matter. The consequence is that the common 
council has. voted a change of the name from 
Hibbard avenue to Depew place. 

But Vanderbilt has ior a month been con- 
fined almost entirely to his house. He has 
been missed from the road on which he is wont 
to speed his horses. His face shows an occa- 
sional twitching and lack of mobility, which 
is said to come of incipient paralysis. The as- 
sertion is even made positively that he has 
hed a mild stroke of that disease, and is in 
constant dread of fatality from that source. 
No balls or receptions have been given in his 
mansion latély, the picture gallery has not 
been opened to the prbdlic fand the millionaire 
keeps sedulously out of sight. Dr. Fordyce 
Barker makes calls two or three times a week, 
and they are understood to be on Vanderbilt 
himself, though the physician declines to say 
yes or no to questions. 

The third millionaire to whom Wall street 
hes assigned physical collapse is Cyrus W. 
Field. That wily operator with Gould 
announces that on the completion of halfa 
century of financering he now retires from 
activity. Hehas resigned from the directo- 
ries of several companies, and there seems to 
be no doubtfulness that, whatever may be the 
fact as to his health, he really means to take 
a rest. His fortune is estimated at $25,000,000. 


AIZPURA ORDERED TO LBAVE., 


Colombian Troops in Panama and the Iuasur- 
gent Ordered Oat, 

Panama, April 28.—Cambil Combina, the 
messenger of the diplomatic corps of Bogota, 
arrived at Panama this morning with the 
national treops, who consist cheifly of volun- 
teers from Cancan, under command of Mon- 
toga, who has sent Aizpura notice to leave the 
city in forty-eight hours. Aizpura now says 
he will fight. If hedoes not evacuate the 


| city the national troops will try to dislodge 


him, and unless the U nited States troops inter- 
fere the city will standa poor chance. If 
Aizpura remains in the city the struggle will 
be indefinitely prolonged. 

There is no doubt in the public mind here 
but that the safety of the city is due to the 
prompt action of Commander McCalla in 
taking charge of the place at the time when 
formidable barricades were being erected and 
preparatioas on a large scale were going on to 
resist the national troops when they arrived. 
Because of these preparations no doubt exists 
but that immense loss of life and 
property would have taken place. 
The moral effect of the occupation 
by United States troops was very great. No 
shot has been heard in the city since they 
withdrew, but order and legitimate authority 
bave not yet been re-established. Any further 
withdrawal at present would be a fatal mis- 
take the consequences of which are not cal- 
culable. 

An American bark captured by the rebels 
some time ago was brought to Colon yesterday 
by the United States steamer Alliance. She 
bad on board the rebel general, Benjamin 
Rinz and sixty men. 

A riot occurred at Paraiso yesterday after- 
noon between resident Jamaicans and Colom- 
bians. Three of the latter were killed and 
seventeen others wounded: A company of 
marines under Captain Ried have gone there 
to keep order. Paraiso is about nine miles 
from Panama. 

The detachments of marines from the United 
States steamers Tennessee, Galena, Alliance 
and Swatara returned to their respective ships 
at Colon yesterday. The United States forces 
await the attempt of the national forces to 
land at the Pacific Mail company’s pier. 
Their landing at that pier will be resisted. 
The national troops are within two days 
march of Carthages, and news of an attack 
upon that city may be expected any day. 

The disinterested services of the American 
{roops is applauded and appreciated greatly 
by the better element of the community. 

Uniied States Consul-General Adamson has 
given prompt information to the American 
commander of Aizpura’s warlike prepara- 
tion, and has received some strange treatment 
at the hands of the French consul, rando, 
who claims to bave caused the withdrawal ol 
the United States forces. 

Consul Adamson and Commander McCalla 
have undoubtedly saved Panama.

THE RUSSIAN MISSION. 


GEN, LAW TON’S RESIGNATION AC- 
CEPTED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


A Highly Complimentary Letter to General Lawton 
~The Opinion of Attorney-General Garland | 
in Full—Ge Holds That Johnson’s 
Pardon Removed All Disabilities. 


Wasaixcton, April 28.—Upon receiving on 
the last day ot the special session of the senate 
an intimation from that body that General 
Lewton must rely for his qualification to hold 
the office of minister to Russia, upon a pardon 
granted by the president prior to the adoption 
of the fourteenth amendment tothe constitu- 
tien, and learning that the point had been 
made against his confirmation that he was 
still ineligible under the terms of that amend- 
ment, President Cleveland promptly 
withdrew his nomination. This, in his 
judgment, was manifestly the proper course 
to pursue in deference to the opinion of certain 
members of the confirming body, in justice to 
General Lawton, and to the end that the legal 
question involved might receive a careful and 
deliberate consideration. : 

It was conceded that the nominee was a fit 
and proper person to represent the govern- 
ment abroad, and it was expressly stated that 
there was no reason why he should not be con- 
firmed, except the technical one which con- 
cerned his legal status under the constitu- 
tional amendment. This question was sub- 
mitted tothe attorney-general by the presi- 
dent, and he, after a careful examination, 
submitted his opinion entirely sustaining 
the eligibility of General Lawton 
to the office to which he had 
been nominated. Befere the opinion of the 
attorney general had been communicated, 
General Lawton, under date of April 17th, 
wrote to the secretary of state referring to 
the question which had been raised and ex- 
pressing his firm belief in his eligibility, but 
requesting that his name be not further con- 
sidered in connection with the place. Before 
this letter reached its destination General 
Lawton received a telegram from the secretary 
of state, based upon the determination of the 
president to be guided by the opinion of the 
attorney general, informing General Lawton 
that he might proceed with his preparations 
to undertake the mission. Notwithstanding 
this General Lawton immediately forwarded 
another letter dated April 18th, in which he 
edhered to all that he had said in his commu- 
nication of the day before. The following is 
the reply of the president: 

_EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, ae 22, 1885. 
The Hon. A. R. Lawton, at Savannah, Ga.—My 
Dear Sir; I regret exceedingly that for any reason 
the administration is to be deprived ot your hon- 
orabie and valuable services in the mission to Rus- 
sia. Theopinion of the attorney general upon the 
question of your alleged disability under the four- 
teenth amendment to the constitution was s0 
completely satisiactory, and removed so entirely 
from my mind all doubts as to your eligibility, 
reading it I at once decided

state that he telegraphed you to that effect, but it 
seems that your letter of the 17th was then on its 
way, which was followed by that of the 18th re- 
aflirming your decision.

THE ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OPINION, 

The following is Attorney General Garland’s 
opinion in full: - 

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE—WASHINGTON, D. C., 
April 14, 1885.—3ir—My opinion is requested on 
the following case: Alexander R, Lawtou,who had 
been a cadet at West Point and held a commis- 
sion as lieutenant in the United States army, and 
in one or both of these characters, had taken an 
oath which it is contended, and which Iam to as- 
sume, as part of the case submitted by him, to 
support the constitution, afterwards bore arms 
aguiustthe United States in the war of the re- 
belion. 

On the 6th of February, 1857, he received a full 
pardon and amnesty for the part he had taken in 
the rebellion, and the question is whether he can 
hold a civil office under the United States not- 
withstanding the third section of the fourteenth 
amendment of the constitution, which took effect 
ou the 20th of July, 1568, and is in. the following 
WOTQGs:; 

Section 3, No person shall be a senator or rep- 
recentative in congress, Or elector 
of __ president and vice president, 
or hold any office, clyil or military, uuder the 
United States, or under any state, who, having 
previously taken an oath, as a member of con- 
gress or ag an olficer of the United States, or as a 
member of any state legislature, or as an execu: 
tive or judicial officer of anv state, to support the 
constitution of the United States, shall have en- 
gaged in an insurrection or rebellion against the 
same, orgiven aid or comfort to the enemies 
thereof? Butcongress may, by a vote of two: 
thirds of each house, remove such disability.” 

The question presented will be disposed of upon 
the legal intent and meaning of this amendment. 
Prior to the adoption -of the amendment 
the executive, in the exercise of an 
unquestionable power, had granted pardon to the 
person whose case is now under consideration, 
and to others standing in the same predicament of 
guilt. 

The power to pardon vested in the executive by 
the constitution was not given to be executed ca- 
priciously, but when resorted to in cases like the 
present it should be in the furtherance of the 
peace of mens and in the interests of the gov- 
ernment. Such being the theory, it must-be pre: 
sumed that every exertion of that power insuch & 
cate by theexecutive department of the govern- 
ment was in furtherance of the objects for which 
the power was granted, For nothing is better 
estaplished than that a want of fidelity to its 
constitutional duties is never to be 
imputed to any one of the three great co-ordinate 
departments oithe government, if it be possible 
to avoid it. ; 

At the time the fourtcenth amendment went into 
operation, Lawton and other persons referred to, 
had been restored by pardons previously granted, 
to all their rights as citizens, and had become b 
virtue of those pardous as innocent as if they hac 
never committed the offences forgiven. (Ex-Parte 
Gariand 4 Wall P., 380; United States vs Padelford, 
96 Wall581; United States vs Klein, 13 Wall 12s; 
Armstrong vs United States, V. B, 154: Pargond 
vs United States, 106; Carlisle vs United States, 16 
Wall 148). The question then for my opinion, 
is whether it was the intention of the lith amend- 
ment to take away therights which the previous 
pardons had restored; or in other words, whether 
it was the purpose of that amendment to cast a 
reproach upon the executive department of the 

overnment by repudiating, as unworthy of credit 
its acts of unquestionable Mears ot by destroying 
the rights which had undoubtedly vested under 
violating the national faith, 
solemnly pledged. It cannot be denied that the 
amendment is as comprehensive as language 
could make it, but atthe same time, it must be 
that the words of every law are to be 
subordination to its*intent and 
they are — general 
their will be restricte if 
necessary to prevent an unjust or absurd comse- 
quence, which, it must be presumed that the leg: 
islature could not have contemplated. It was 
upon this principle that the supreme court of the 
United States held thatan individual pardon for 
taking yartin the rebellion was not debarred from 
suing in the court of claims by law, providing 
that in order to recover the proceeds of captured 
or abendoned property, the claimant must prove 
“that be has never given any aidor comfort to 
the present rébellion.”’ The court says ‘‘it is not 
te be supposed that congress intended by the 
general language of this act to encroach upon 
any of the prerogatives of the president, 
and especially tha} benign prerogative 
of mercy which lies in the pardoning power, 101s 
more reasonable to conclude that the claimants, 
restored to their right of property by the power 
of the president, were not in the contempiation 
of congress in passing this act, and were not in- 
tended to be embraced by the requirement in 
question. All general terms in statutes should 
be limited in their application so as not to lead to 
injustic, oppression, Or any unconstitutional op- 
eration, if that be possible. It will be presumed

A HORRIBLE CRIME, 


4& German in Ohio Murders His Wite and 
Child and Hangs Himself, 

Coscorpia, April 28.—A German named 
Adolph Hess, with his wife and child, lived 
ik &@ Mean little house three miles from this 
villiage. Some time during Sunday night 
Hess, who was addicted to drink, with one 
blow of an ax severed the head of his child 
from its body, The head was found on the 
floor. Hessthen beat his wife on the head 
untii she was dead. The room bore evidence 
of a dreadful struggle. The floor was smeared 
with blood, chairs were broken, and bloody 
finger marks stained the walls. The woman’s 
body, almost nude and horribly bruised and 
gashed, lay in onecorner.

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AWAITING WAR. 


EVERYTHING READY BUT THE 
FORMAL DECLARATIONS. 


The Mobiltgstion and franzportation of Troops in 
Immense Numbers by Both Russia and Eng- 
land-— 200,000 Russians Ready for the 
Field—RBRumors of a Fight. 


Lonvox, April 28.—The commissary depart- 
ment of the Indian army has completed ar- 
rangements for furnishing transportation and 
provisions in India for two army corps, The 
first corps consists of 13,000 British and 16,000 
native troops with 30,000 camp followers 
(transport animals tenders) 8,000 horse and 
30,000 transport animals. The second corps 
consists of 12,000 British and 15,000 native 
troops, with 28,000 followers, 8,000 horses and

RUMORS OF ANOTHER BATTLE.

battle. It is presumed thata body of Rus- 
sians followed the body of the retreating Af- 
ghans while scouting in the country for pur- 
pose of collecting information od perhaps 
pushed to Chamenibeide, thus coming into 
contact with the Afghan troops, on the direct 
route to Herat, or similar movement may 
heve been made trom Zutfikar or Akrobat. 
At present there is nothing to show where the 
conilict occurred. 
THE REPORT DENIED. 

The cabinet sat two hours and twenty min- 
utes this evening. Gladstone stated in the 
house of commons that the government had 
received no confirmation ofthe report that a 
betiie had reeently occurred between the 
Russians and Afghans with victory for the lat- 
ter. A member asked whether Russia had 
withdrawn from the undertaking and to not 
occupy Herat. Gladstome answered: ‘‘No.” 

A special dispatch from Terpul, dated April 
l6th, says that the Russians occupy Aktepe 
and are actively at work making military 
roed from Perjdeh to Herat. 

The government has accepted the offer made 
by New South Wales of their contingent, now 
in the Soudan, for service in India or else- 
where as may be required by the military 
authorities. 

THE MOVEMENTS TO BE MADE. 

The declaration of war is not expected to 
follow directly upon the rupture of diplomatic 
relations. Baron DeStaal an Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton would be recalled 
and tussia would then probably 
order General Komaroff to advance on Herat, 
England meanwhile occupying Quetta and 
Candohar. The fact that the Russian trans- 
port which passed through the Suez canal 
and then was ordered back, and is still wait- 
ing at the entrance of the Suez canal, caused 
some anxiety. Grain freights to the north of 
England from the sea of Azov were last week 
twenty-six shillings, and are now thirty-three 
shillings. The first charter for coal to be sent 
to Cronstadt was made at West Harttepool yea- 
terday at six shillings eight pence per 
teu, which is nearly two shillings aboye 
Jast year’s rate. Russian importers are anx- 
ious to get coal early into the Baltic. All 
British merchant men have been insured 
against warrisks. During the last few days 
iv has been reported that. the. whol Rusti. 
coast of the Baltic has been strongly fortified, 
and that approach at any point is dangerous, 
owing to the presence of torpedoes and maga- 
Zines. 

The coast guardsmen, who are able seamen, 
ere all ordered to naval vessels, leaving their 
places to be filled by recruits specially adapted 
for coast guard service. A general call has 
been issued to the officers of the naval reserve 
now serving in the mercantile marine, asking 
them to serve as officers of new cruisers. The 
studies of the graduating class in artillery at 
Woolwich academy have been ordered to be 
shortened so as to enable the cadets to join 
their batteries at the earliest possible date. 

Gladstone’s speech in the house of commons 
on the vote of credit is generally applauded 
by the German press and French press. 

A meeting of conservative leaders was held 
to-night at which it was decided to endeavor 
to obtain a definite statement of the govern- 
ment’s policy in Central Asia and the Soudan, 
also to report the ‘stage of the vote of credit, 
which Gladstone will probably move imme- 
diately after Childers’. budget statement has 
been presented. On Thursday the conserva- 
tives will support the Parnellites in their poli- 
cy regarding the English land bills for redis- 
tribution of voters. 

AN IMPORTANT OCOUPATION. 

The Russians have occupied Meruchak, 
twenty miles south of Pendjeh, on Murghab 
river. The ameer, while careless about 
Penjdeh, attaches great importance to Meru- 
chak. , 

Immefse quantities of coals are being ship- 
ped to Cape Town, South Africa, for use of the 
British armed cruisers and men of war, in the 
event of the Suez canal being blocked or an 
outbreak of war between England and Rus- 
sia. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg to the Reu- 
ter’s telegram company, says that no news 
has becn received there of the newly reported 
engagement on the Afghan frontier. 

THE CZAR IN COUNCIL. 

April 25.—A despatch to the 
Independence Belge, from St. Petersburg, 
ssys that a council was held’at the palace to- 
day, at which the czar presided. The pro- 
posal made by M. De Giers to adopt concila- 
tory measures toward England was rejected. 
The reply of the Kussian government to Earl 
Grenville firmly maintains the tenor of the 
former despatches.

A MURDERER'’'S ARREST: 


A Patricide Arrested in South Oaroiina— 
To Be Taken to Trial. 

Sragtansenc, 8. C., April 28.—[Special.]—~ 
The Herald of this place will publish to-mor- 
row the following account of the arrest of J. 
N,. Goodwin, the Mississippi murderer: 

On the 22nd of December, 1880, a farmer at 
Springdale, Lafayette county, Miss., was waylaid 
and shot through theside. He managed to reach 
home and lived about three days. In his ante 
mortem statement he chargen the crime on his 
600, Isaac Newton Goodwin, He stated that after 
he was shot his son came up and tried to brain 
him, but that by a desperate resistance he pre- 
vented it. Isaac N. Goddwin was arrested for 
murder, but in the face of this evideuce was dis- 
charged by the magistrate. He immediately fled 
the country, and went to Texas. His wife followed 
him, but was forced by his il] treatment to return 
to her father for protection. She subsequently 
obtained a divorce. About two years ago 
he came to this county and lived 
with relatives near Parris’ P, 
O., under the assumed name of Milton Goodwin. 
Last October he married Miss Emma Ezell, a niece 
of Mr. A. C, Ezell, who is now left worse than a 
widow, and soon to become amother. His where- 
abouts became known to the officials of Lafayette 
county, and arrangements were perfected 
for his apprehension. On last 
Thureday bight Deputy Sheriff 0. 
M,. Gentry surprised and captured him at his 
house near Parris. The above facts were learned 
from Mr. Gentry himsel!, and from Deputy Sheriff 
Shive, of Mississippi, who was enroute for this 
place when the capture was made. The Her- 
ald reporter called also.on Goodwin fatthe jail. 
He is a nervous man, ‘past thirty-one 
years old, with dark hair and complexion and an 
uneasy and treacherous, couutenance. The chain 
of evidence against him is a strong one, but he 
nevertheless confidently asserts that he will be 
able to establish his innocence. He will be taken 
to Oxford, Miss., as soon a8 the necessary requisi- 
tion papers arrive,;and will ‘be tried at the ceurt 
of sessions, which convenes on Monday next.

THE EXCHANGES READ AND THE 
CONTENTS NOTED. 


Frrrsrirg '0 Resist the Advance ef Cholera ic Sa~- 
vanrsh—The Meeting of the Courts—E&nerp aad 
Doge—Crop Nctes From Various 
Pointe—A Queer Story, Ete. 

Surgeon-General John B. Hamilton, of the 
marine hospital service, has been in Savannah, 
While there he had quite a lengthy conference 
with Dr. White, marine hospital surgeon, and Dr, 
McFarland, chief of the Savannah health depart- 
ment. The censultation was chiefly regarding 
the health of the city during the coming summer, 
snd such precautionary measures as are deemed 
pest to prevent any serious infectious diseases. In 
speaking of the probabliity of the appearance of 
cholera on this side of the ocean, the News reports 
Dr. Hamilton as not expressing any grave appre- 
hensions, although, ef course, he recognized the 
danger. ‘‘The rumors of the presence of cholera 
in Europe,” said he, ‘are exaggerated, 
There are cases in India and Ceylon, but Europe 
is almost if not wholly free, Last year it appeared 
only in the south of Europe, There were a few 
cases in Paris, but Germany, Austria and Great 
Britain escaped. If it reappears to any extent this 
summer it will be in the same section, Conse- 
quently we must watch for its first appearance on 
this side in Cubaor along the south Atlantic or 
gulf coasts of the United States. An inspector has 
been stationed at Havana, and a report of the first 
case will be cabled = to Washington,’’ 
Dr. Hamilton paid a high compliment 
to Savannah and its health department, which 
he said, is very efficient. ‘‘Cholera breeds best 
and spreads most rapidly,’’ he added, “in flilthy 
cities, where the gutters are half filled with piies 
of reeking garbage and where scores of people are 
closely packed in illy-ventilated tenement houses. 
Savannah has neither of these, and the sandy, po- 
rous soil of your streets is not the kind that furn- 
ishes food for cholera germs. The death rate 
among the white populationis quite low—consid- 
erably belowthe average of many other cities. 
However, all of them should pay especial atten- 
tion to sanitary regulations this year.’’ 

A writer in the Walton News says that from Jug 
Tavern to Mars Hill, on the road about thirty dogs 
were counted; on the return over a different route 
actual count of twenty-three was made.

that one-half the hours in school shall be 
spent in the training of thehands. Drawiag 
1s included in this half. For the rest, work 
benches for carpenters, lathes and other ap- 
paratvs for wachinists, give an opportunity 
tothe young gentlemen of the best families 
in Chicago to learn the methods of the in- 
dustries which one day they are to direct. 
This great’ schoo] is very popular, asit well 
deserves to be. There are always waiting 
many applicants for the advanitaze of en- 
trance. There are similar schools in Si. 
Lovis, and all over the country there isan 
awakening to the importance of preparing 
boys while at school for useful work, for the 
calling they intend to follow. 

The technica! schools, it should be kept in 
mind, do not trespass at all upon the domain 
of the industrial schools. In the former are 
trained the coming superintendents and 
foremen and enginecrs, while the latter are 
inter ded for the training of the workingmen 
of the future, Thetwo should not be con- 
founded, for a boy who desires to be a brick- 
layer or mechanic is as much out of place in 
the technical school of Yale or Harvard or 
Cornell, as he would be in a fashionable club 
house. Most of the states are well supplied 
with technical schools, but in none of them 
hes the training of the hands with reference 
to the earning of alivyingin after life been 
fnily developed. The movement is in its in- 
fancy, and ihe next twenty-five years will 
undoubtedly cisclese a wonderful progress 
in the training of workingmen. The ap- 
prenticesiip system no longer exists; the 
labor unions have closed a good part of the 
sheps and factorics and yards to the boys 
who cesire to become mechanics, and unless 
the incustrial schools take up the work, we 
are threatened with all the evils thatattend a 
want of employment when boys leaveschool. 
Our Bceston contemporary thinks the best 
eliort for meeting this difficulty is made in 
the school for mechanics in the city of New 
York, which is well worthy the visit of any 
one interested in these subjects. The boy 
who is to be a bricklayer is carefully and 
definitely taught the qualities of mortar and 
cement, and the way to make them; the 
qualities and distinctions of bricks, and the 
various wsys of laying them. The_ pupils 
build walls for practice, as Penelope wove 
her web. Other pupils destroy these walls, 
learn to Clean the bricks and use them again. 
There ere rooms in the school house which 
are lathed and plastered and fitted with cor- 
nices till the work has been thoroughly done, 
aud then it is destroyed and they are lathed, 
plastered and corniced again. Meanwhilea 
corps of plumbers’ apprentices are learning 
their crait under circumstances so favorable 
theta blunder on the part of a beginner does 
not, as elsewhere, before it is detected, poison 
a whole family. Intelligent workingmen 
brirg their sons tothe school for the educa- 
lich in their own calling whicb, as they well 
know, is the best preparation for success. 

A schoc! that blends the training of the 
bancs and of the head—one- half of the school 
hours being devoted to arithmetic and gram- 
mar, and other book studies, and the other 
half to practical training in some useful occu- 
pation, is the school that fully nine tenths of 
cur boys need, and that they would attend 
if opportunity was afforded, anda false and 
foolish pride could be altogether smothered. 
The struggle for existence will be apt to take 
care of the Jatter, and the people should take 
good care that the schools which much the 
greater part of our boys needs, are “provided. 
There is nothing more certain than thata 
great change in the public education of our 
boys is impending, and the sooner it comes 
the better for the boysof the time and 
through them of the country. The Latin and 
Greek classes of the public schools must go, 
and ihe classes that teach boys and girls how 
to become self-supporting in useful indas-

OPPOSITION to slavery was very general amoveg 
enlightened southerners fifty or sixty years ago. 
The early anti-slavery sentiment in Virginia is 
well-known, The planters of the upper districts 
6f South Carolina, held a convention in 1816 to de- 
vice measures for putting an end to the slave 
trade and for the abolition ofslavery, The pre- 
amble and resolutions passed by this convention 
were as emphatic as any ever adopted by a north- 
ern abolition convention.

Rev, Dr, Oharies Hall Thinks Stewart’s 
Remains Were Never Stolen. 


From the New York World. 

The Rey. Dr. Charles H. Hall, rectorof the 
Church of the Holy Trinity,of Brooklyn, yesterday 
officiated at the Church of the Holy Incarnation 
at Garden City, the Stewart Memorial cathedral. 
On his return home he wasmet bya World re- 
porter. The reverend gentleman expressed the 
opinion that the body of A. T. Stewart is securely 
resting in the crypt of the magnificent edifice 
built with his money. Furthermore he 
advanced the marvellous theory that 
the body had never been stolen. Notwithstanding 
the fact that Judge Henry Hilton, the trasteeof 
the Stewart estate, has paid tens if not hundreds 
of thousands of dollars to detectives for searching 
for the body,Dr. Hall believes there never was any- 
thing to find. The rector of Holy Trinity does not 
stand alone inthe opinion that A. T. Stewart's 
body has found a last resting place. This conclu- 
sion, however, is generally based on enl- 
tirely different grounds from thesimple deduction 
of the clerical gentleman. ; 

When it was first announced that Stewart’s body 
bad been stolen Mrs. Stewart was reported as hav- 
ing said that the Garden City cathedral would not 
be built until her husband’s remains were recov- 
ered. The edifice has not only been completed, 
but presented to a corporation and handsomely 
endowed. The Rev. Dr. Hall was chairman of the 
committee a gree by the Long Island Protes 
tant age 9 diocese that reported favorably on 
accepting the munificent gift. It has also fre- 
quently been stated that Judge Hilton paid 
$50,000 to the grave robbers for restoring the 


body. 

Dr. Hall believes that the whole story of the fa- 
mous grave robbery was manufactured. It is in 
his opinion a piece of pure fiction. When asked 
what motive he thought could have actuated 
Judge Hilton or Mrs. Stewart to make such an an- 
pnouncement he said: 

‘-T bere is every reason for its fabrication. Judge 
Hilton was constantiy annoyed by the receipt ol 
anobpymous letters, informing nim that the body 
was to be stolen. If such a crime was 
successfully consumated, the expected 
reward for the recovery of the body would be 80 
great that the thieves would feel themselves justi 
fied in making any outcry to secure it. No guard 
could be piaced upon the body that would not be 
bribed, and in order to defend the body the =v” 
ofits having been stolen had to be fabricated, 
Look at all the reports in the papers at that time. 
You will find tbat the story is told with too much 
attention to details, while the question, How did 
the robbers make off with the body? is almost ea 
tirely lost sight of. No, sir, the supposed robbery 
was never commi:ted, snd some day, and at no 
distant one either. you will learn the whole story 


of the supposed robbery. I believe firmly that the’ 


body of A. T. Stewart is now in the crypt at the 
Cathedral of the Incarnation at Garden City.’ 

‘*How do you account for the fact that the grave 
was found to have been disturbed and the discov- 
ery of the trailover which it wag thought tie 
body had been dragged?’ asked the reporter, 

“That is what refer to when I say that ‘the 
story fs told with too much attention to details,’ ”’ 
said Dr. Hall. ‘It all had the appearance of hav 
ing been planned. There is no doubt in my mind 
that the very fact that so nice and ingenious 4 
story was told betreys its weakness and places the 
stamp of falsity on it.’’ 

_ “But Judge Hilton expended $100.000 or $200,000 
in searching for the body,’’ suggested tne reporter. 

“Did he?” interrupted the clergyman. ‘Has it 
not also been denied that he ever paid such large 
sums for such an object? He may have expended 
a fortune, but that does not break down the 
theory. It might have been neceisary to carry out 
the Original plan aud prevent robbery. Ifthe 
body had been stolen why did not the detectives 
keep up thesearch? Why was there not a more 
sustained effort to find it and gain the reward?” 

“Mrs, Stewart is said to have paid $50,000 for the 
return of the body?”’

FRED WHITE’S TRIAL 


For the Killivg of Eugene Robinson Last 
August-—Ten Jurymen Obtained, 

The cease of the state against Fred White, 
who is charged with the murder of Eugene 
Robinson, was called in the superior court yes- 
terday. The defense asked a continuance on 


the ground that a man named Ed- 
wards who. figured es a pool 
seller in Atlanta during the 


walking matches was absent. They alleged 
thet Edwards is a'inaterial witness. The prose- 
cution objected toa continuance of the case, 
lt was finally agreed that the trial shouid pro- 
ceed and if Edwards did not come in time an 
afiidavit of his should be admitted as evidence. 
The work of obtaining a jury proved quite 
difficult. The panel of forty-eight was ex- 
hausted, and by the hour of adjournment 
seventy-three persons had been examined and 
only ten jurors obtained. The killing occur- 
red last August and created a great sensation. 
It was so freely discussed that a great 
many persons became biased in_ their 
opinions concerning it. The ten jurors were 
put in the hands of a bailiff and kept at the 
Cannon house last night. The other two 
jurors will be obtained to-day and the trial 
will proceed. The court was occupied in the 
effort to obtain a jury almost during its entire 
session vesterday. White will be defended by 
General Gartrell and Judge Wright. Solicitor 
General Hill and L. J. Winn will prosecute.

The Case Before Jaatice Landrum EFesults 
In Hts Exoneration, 


Justice Landrum’s courtroom yesterday 
morning was literally packed with people to 
hear the evidence in thecase against Dr.

nesses for the prosecution of persons 
arrested in Cobb and Cherokee 
counties for alleged violation of the 


revenue laws. They were noton good terms 
with their neighbors. A tew weeks ago war- 
rants to keop the peace were sued out in Chero- 
kee county against nine persons, among whom 
were the two Johnsons. On the night of March 
27th, they were arrested on these warrants. 
When the sheriff went to arrest the two John- 
sons he took a posse with him. Ags tothe con- 
duct of the men comprising this posse, the evi- 
dence is very widely variant. The Johnsons 
and their wives detailed a series of cruelties 
which they declared they had suffered at the 
hands of these men and identified nearly 
every one of the accused as the persons who 
inflicted the outrages. Ed Johnson declared 
thet on the evening of the arrest he was ap- 
yroaching his home and when about three 
leieare yards from the house heard the 
screams of his daughter Eugenia. He 
rushed to her rescue and found her 
in the bands of Burts and Boger.. They had 
thrown her on the ground, he said, and were 
meking #s effort to vioiate her person. He 
says they drew their pistols on him and 
threatened his life. The Johnson women and 
other witnesses testified that the posse, after 
making the arrest, beat the prisoners, 
placed ropes around their necks 
end hung them until they were 
black inthe face. They say they suifered se- 
verely at the hands of the betore the 
Johnsons were taken tothe jail, whera they 
have since been confined in default of bond to 
keep the peace. The Johnsons live abouta 
mile epart; were arrested on the same even- 
ing, aud charge that they and their wives and 
Evgenia Johnson were maltreated by thesame 
pereons. The.testimony for the defense 
was on most points directly contradictory to 
that for the prosecution. The good character 
of some of the defendants was also put into 
evidence. 

At ihe conclusion of the testimony the dis- 
trict attormey announced that he could not 
esk that the defendants be bound over. He 
said that the evidence did not substantiate 
the charge made against them and they were 
released. 

it appeared that while it was pretty certain 
that somebody had maltreated the Johnsons 
end their families, there was not sufficient 
proofthat they were abused by the parties 
charged with the oiiense, or that the matter 
could properly be recognized as within the 
jurisdiction of the federai courts. 

When the sheriff looked around for the 
Johnsons, who are still held under the laws oft 
Georgia to keep the peace, he found that
